"Tt is assumed that the "Proof of Performance" tests referred to are those required. 
by Section 3.46 (6) of the Rules. In this regard, however, you will note that the | 
Rule provides only that required measurements be made at yearly intervals and during 
the four month period preceding the date 6€ filing application noe renewal of license. 
No specific schedule is provided,

dard Broadcast Stations (Table of Average Time of Sunrise and Sunset based on local 
standard time in specified cities and localities in-the United States) is presently
